Construction of Projects ap¬ 
proved by the US Bureau of Pub¬ 
lic Roads for programming de¬ 
pends on availability ot funds, 
completion of surveys and plans 
and the acquisition of rights-of- 
way.

The Mountain Rural Telephone 
Cooperative Corporation of West 
Liberty, which obtained a pur¬ 
chase option on the Frenchburg 
Telephone Co. several weeks ago, 
applied to the Rural Electrifica¬ 
tion Administration for a loan of 
$220,000 to exercise the option 
and to build new lines in Menifee 
county. 

Action was taken at a meeting 
of the board of directors of the 
Mountain Rural Telephone Coop 
here last Thursday night, Wood- 
row W. Barber, manager, report¬ 
ed. 

Frenchburg Telephone Compa¬ 
ny now has 235 phone subscribers. 
The loan of $200,000 from REA 
would purchase the present sys¬ 
tem of the company in Menifee 
county and would rehabilitate the 
company’s present lines and build 
approximately 106 miles of addi¬ 
tional lines to serve an estimated 
208 additional subscribers for a 
total of 443 subscribers. 

The Menifee county system 
would be merged with the pres¬ 
ent system of the Mountain Tele¬ 
phone Coon which now serves 
approximately 1,100 subscribers 
in three counties, Morgan, Wolfe 
and Elliott. 

The coop has headquarters in 
West Libertv and operates ex¬ 
changes at West Liberty, Sandy 
Hook, Campton and Hazel Green. 
The three-county system was ac¬ 
tivated Feb. 20, 1955 with 756 
subscribers in the three counties. 

Purchase of the Menifee com¬ 
pany and extension of the lines 
in that county to serve more sub¬ 
scribers would bring the number 
of the system’s subscribers to 
1,543. 

The board at its meeting here 
also authorized an area coverage 
survey anu an engineering design 
! survey of the Menifee area. 


Lexington, 
that they were opposed to any 
change in the present 90 per cent 
of parity for tobacco support. 

They noted that the system of 
acreage controls coupled with a 
support price based on 90 per cent 
of parity has repeatedly been 
credited with the profitable stable 
burley tobacco market over the 
years 

The directors indicated that 
their action was generated by 
a news service report that said: 

"Benson’s aim is directed at the 
mandatory supports of between 
75 and 90 per cent of parity. 
The secretary of agriculture con¬ 
firmed at a news conference that 
his department was studying 
greater flexibility in the present 
flexible price support controls 
on farm production.’’ 

The directors also voted against 
any proposal of a subsidy for bur- 
ley’s export market, and John M. 
Berry, vice president, noted that 
cotton had suffered a 320 million 
dollar loss as a result of such a 
subsidy.

Among proposals considered 
were: (1). Sell burley associations’ 
stock for export at a 40 per cent 
discount. (2) Permit 5 per cent 
increase in allotments without a 
support price for export use. (3). 
Reduce the price support. (4). 
Enact a two-price system. (5). 
Enact an export subsidy. (6) Use 
money collected by customs — 
which includes tobacco duty—foi 
a subsidy. (7). Enact an export 
subsidy to be supported by the 
farmer through compulsory con¬ 
tribution. 

The directors did not take any 

action on any of the proposed 
plans. 

Berry noted that the association 
was interested in every effort to 
improve the export market and 
in various ways had led the export 
market campaign. 

Berry recently represented the 
association at a University of Ken ■ 
tucky meeting at which five or 
more proposals on exports were 
discussed by UK officials and rep¬ 
resentatives of various types to¬ 
bacco.

School. He gave some of the 
causes of poor attendance and some 
of the recommendations to help 
improve attendance. The greater 
causes for poor attendance were 
indifferences of parents and ec¬ 
onomic needs. He said that the 
teachers should continually be 
searching for better aids to use 
in the classrooms so as to help 
our students become more inter¬ 
ested in school, that ‘The job we 
do now will set the pattern for 
the next generation."
